A new website is aiming to 
push a city councillor to set 
his sights on the mayor’s 
chair. 

Over the weekend draft- 
diotte.ca went live, aiming 
to push Ward 11 Coun. Kerry 
Diotte to consider a bigger 
prize in the fall vote. 

Kevin Oxamitny put the 
website together and said 
he likes Diotte’s message of 
having the city concentrate 
on core services and low 
taxes. 

Oxamitny said he knows 
making the decision will 
be difficult, but he hopes 
the site, which encourages 
Diotte supporters to register, 
will show the councillor he 
could win. 

“I figured ‘Hey let’s get 
this website up and running 
and show him that sup¬ 
port.’” 

For his part Diotte said he 
is considering his options, 
but he has to be convinced 
citizens want him to reach 
for the mayor’s chair. 

“I would certainly have to 
see the support and this is 
flattering, it certainly shows 
that there are people out 
there who want me to do it,” 
he said. 

Diotte said the website 
could help him make the 
decision, but it is not an 
easy one to make.

Body-worn cameras 
a ‘tremendous asset’ 


Edmonton police. 

Small personal devices 
worn by 41 cops in pilot 
project capture daily 
interactions with citizens

Six months into a pilot pro¬ 
ject that has equipped Ed¬ 
monton police officers with 
wearable video cameras, the 
city’s police chief says the 
recording devices are a “tre¬ 
mendous asset.” 

The body-worn cameras 


were introduced in October 
as part of a yearlong pilot 
project and last week police 
Chief Rod Knecht said the 
electronics are proving to be 
useful. 

“Based on what I’ve seen 
in the short term, it’s very 
positive. I think it’s a good 
thing,” he said. 

Knecht said he has heard 
stories about individuals 
whose behaviour with police 
has changed once they’re 
told the interaction is being 
recorded. 

The chief said the pilot 
project has exposed some 
technology concerns, includ¬ 
ing repeated batteiy chan¬ 
ges, questions surrounding 


storage of the files captured 
on the devices, and issues 
with the way the cameras 
flutter. 

“Just the way it’s worn, it 
tends to flap if you’re run¬ 
ning or if you’re walking. 
It’s flapping all the time,” he 
said. 

Knecht said while the 
pilot is meant to work the 
“bugs” out of the system, he 
sees the cameras as a major 
asset in certain situations. 

When the project was 
launched in October, EPS 
researcher Dr. Mary Strat¬ 
ton said while some police 
officers in America use body- 
worn cameras, there has 
never been a professionally

designed systemic assess¬ 
ment of cameras for a year¬ 
long period. 

“The research is veiy lim¬ 
ited. That’s why we are doing 
the study,” she told Metro in 
October.

cided to do something. 

“The logic simply was that if 
people can see it they will slow 
down and they will avoid some 
costly damage,” he said. 

Davy said he phoned the 
city’s 311 line April 7, painted 
the hole April 9 and the city 
filled it in April 10. He said he 
understands the city is chal¬ 
lenged to get to all the potholes 
so he thought he would help. 

“My logic was that eventual¬ 
ly they will come and do some¬ 
thing, so what can I do in the 
meantime?” 

Laura McNabb with Edmon¬ 
ton’s transportation depart¬ 
ment said the city has filled 
125,000 potholes so far this 
year — well above average. 

The city has also received 
about 7,000 pothole-related 
calls to its 311 service, with 
about half coming in March. 

She said the city has 20 
crews working around the 
clock on the issue, but the 
spring-thaw conditions the city 
has experienced are hard to 
keep up with.

Interior Ministry says 
U.S.-led coalition killed 
six Taliban in operation 


A fierce battle between U.S.- 
baclced Afghan forces and 
Taliban militants in a remote 
corner of Afghanistan left 
nearly 20 dead, including 11 
Afghan children killed in an 
airstrike and an American 
civilian adviser, Afghan offi¬ 
cials said Sunday. 

The U.S.-led coalition said 
it was assessing the incident 
but could not confirm that 
civilians were killed.

Police say women

Police are searching for four 
women after a 19-year-old 
man was sexually assaulted 
in a downtown Toronto 
parking lot Saturday night. 

The teen met the 
suspects at a nightclub, 
police say. He left after they 
offered him a ride home. 

According to police, 
the teen was driven to a 
parking lot where he was 
sexually assaulted by all 
four suspects, described as 
white and in their 30s. 

The women then fled in 
a silver Honda SUV.

The battle unfolded on 
Saturday, the same day that 
a total of six Americans were 
killed in violent attacks. The 
deaths capped one of the 
bloodiest weeks of the nearly 
12-year-old war.

Liberal leadership race.

Liberals have begun casting 
ballots to choose a leader they 
hope will guide them out of the 
political wilderness. 

Voting began shortly after 
the six contenders made their 
final sales pitches at a national 
showcase on Saturday. 

Some 127,000 Liberal party 
members and supporters are 
eligible to vote. The results will 
be announced next Sunday. 

The outcome has been wide¬ 
ly seen as a foregone conclusion 
since Justin Trudeau launched 
his campaign last October.

N. Korea may stage missile 
launch this week: South 


Pyongyang. North 
says it can’t guarantee 
safety of diplomats 
starting Wednesday 


A top South Korean national- 
security official said Sunday 
that North Korea may be set¬ 
ting the stage for a missile 
test or another provocative 
act with its warning that it 
soon will be unable to guar¬ 
antee diplomats’ safety in 
Pyongyang. But he added that 
the North’s clearest objective 
is to extract concessions from 
Washington and Seoul. 

North Korea’s warning last 
week followed weeks of war 
threats and other efforts to 
punish South Korea and the 
U.S. for ongoing joint militaiy 
drills, and for their support 
of UN sanctions over Pyong¬ 
yang’s Feb. 12 nuclear test. 
Many nations are deciding 
what to do about the notice, 


which said their diplomats’ 
safety in Pyongyang cannot 
be guaranteed beginning this 
Wednesday. 

Tensions between Seoul 
and Pyongyang led South 
Korea’s Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to announce Sunday that its 
chairman had put off a visit 
to Washington. 

The U.S. military said its 
top commander in South 
Korea had also cancelled a 
trip to Washington. 

The South Korean defence 
minister said Thursday that 
North Korea had moved a 
missile with “considerable 
range” to its east coast, pos¬ 
sibly to conduct a test launch. 

Citing North Korea’s sug¬ 
gestion that diplomats leave 
the countiy, South Korean 
President Park Geun-hye’s na¬ 
tional-security director said 
Pyongyang may be planning 
a missile launch or another 
provocation around Wednes- 
day.

UN talks. We’ll ‘never 
stop’ our enrichment 
program: Iranian official 


A top Iranian lawmaker 
declared Sunday that Iran 
will never halt its nuclear- 
development program, a day 
after the latest round of inter¬ 
national talks failed to reach 
agreement on the issue. 

Alaeddin Boroujerdi said 
the talks were “considered 
effective and a step forward,” 
but, he added, “the Islamic 
Republic of Iran will never 
stop uranium-enrichment ac¬ 
tivities.” 

However Boroujerdi, who 
heads a parliamentaiy com¬ 
mittee on national security 
and foreign policy, said that 
the talks should continue. 

He was quoted by the ISNA 
news agency. 

Western powers are con¬ 
cerned that Iran may move 
toward production of nuclear 
weapons. 

Iran denies that, insisting 
that its program is peaceful. 

World powers have repeat¬ 
edly demanded that Iran close 
down its Fordo underground 
uranium enrichment plant 
that is enriching uranium up 
to 20 per cent. Uranium that 
is enriched to 90 per cent can 
be used in weapons. 

The UN has enacted four 
rounds of economic sanctions 


Iran's ‘natural rights'? 


Ali Akbar Velayati, an advis¬ 
er to Iran’s Supreme Leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, 
blamed the West for failure 
at the weekend talks in 
Almaty, Kazakhstan.

“If one day the (Iranian) 
administration decides to 
close down Fordo, the parlia¬ 
ment will oppose the deci¬ 
sion, definitely,” Boroujerdi 
said. 

The comments were the 
first by top Iranian officials 
after the talks Friday and Sat¬ 
urday between Iran and the 
five permanent members of 
the United Nations Security 
Council plus Germany.

Seeking free trade. 

Ambassador says 
Canada's position on 
Armenian slaughter a 
point of contention 


Turkey’s ambassador to Can¬ 
ada says the Harper govern¬ 
ment’s decision to brand the 
killing of Armenians by Otto¬ 


man Turks as genocide may be 
hindering a lucrative trading 
relationship. 

Ambassador Tuncay Babali 
made clear in an interview 
with The Canadian Press that 
Canada’s position on the First 
World War-era slaughter of an 
estimated 1.5 million Armen¬ 
ians still carries a sting. 

But that doesn’t mean Tur¬ 
key doesn’t want to forge a 
deeper economic relationship 


with Canada, ideally a free- 
trade agreement to comple¬ 
ment the current Canada-EU 
free-trade talks once they are 
completed, he said. 

“I’m a true believer in the 
potential of our two nations. 
Canada has a lot to offer Tur¬ 
key, and Turkey in return 
has a lot to offer Canada,” 
said Babali, noting that Can¬ 
ada’s internal Foreign Policy 
Plan has identified Turkey as a 


key countiy of focus. 

The $2.5 billion in two-way 
trade “is far from the poten¬ 
tial” of what Turkey predicts 
would result from deeper 
economic ties: $10-$ 15 billion 
within five years, he said. 

“It cannot be business as 
usual while accusing a nation 
of genocide. It’s a serious al¬ 
legation. It needs to be sub¬ 
stantiated, legally, historical¬ 
ly,” he added, the Canadian press

India. Nine arrested in 
connection with building 
that collapsed, killing 74 


Police say they’ve arrested 
nine people, including build¬ 
ers, police officers and muni¬ 
cipality officials, for collud¬ 
ing to illegally construct a 
residential building in India’s 
financial capital, which col¬ 
lapsed and killed 74 people. 

Police commissioner K.P. 
Raghuvanshi says two build¬ 
ers were arrested for alleged¬ 
ly bribing police and muni¬ 
cipality officials to construct 
the eight-storey building in 
the Mumbai suburb of Thane 


without any official sanction. 

The building came crash¬ 
ing down on Thursday in 
the countiy’s worst house 
collapse in recent decades. 
Raghuvanshi said Sunday 
that police will formally 
charge the nine with culpable 
homicide and causing death 
by negligence at the end of 
an investigation into the ac¬ 
cident. 

If convicted, they can be 
sentenced to up to life in pris¬ 
on.

Musharraf given 
the OK for a run 
at parliament 

Pakistan’s former mil- 
itaiy ruler Gen. Pervez 
Musharraf was given ap¬ 
proval Sunday to run for 
parliament next month. 

Musharraf, who seized 
power in a militaiy coup 
in 1999 but was forced to 
step down nearly a decade 
later, was greeted last 
month by only a couple 
thousand people at the 
airport in the southern 
city of Karachi when his 
plane landed. The impact 
of his party in the election 
is expected to be small.

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Human-trafficking trial set to begin 


Ottawa. Three teen 
girls charged with 
assaulting, robbing 
other teens, and forcing 
them into prostitution

A human-trafficking and 
prostitution trial set to begin 
in Ottawa youth court on 
Monday is expected to shed 
light on how police came to 
accuse girls as young as 15 of 
running a prostitution ring. 

Ottawa police say the fe¬ 
male victims were lured on¬ 
line by the accused to social 
events, then taken to an Ot¬ 
tawa Community Housing 
unit. There, police allege, the 
girls were assaulted, threat¬ 
ened and driven to another 
location and forced to per¬ 
form sex acts with johns. 

Two of the accused were 
15 and one was 16 at the time 
of the alleged crimes last 
year. They are charged with 
human trafficking, procuring 
for prostitution, forcible con¬ 
finement, robbeiy, assault 
and uttering threats. 

The victims were 13 to 
17 years old at the time. The 
first victim was sexually as¬ 
saulted and robbed of her 
iPod, clothing, makeup and 
bag between May 16 and 19, 
court documents allege. 

The second victim was 
trafficked on May 30 to 31, 
court documents say. The 
youngest victim, aged 13, 
was the last. She was alleged¬ 
ly trafficked by the girls on 
June 3. 

The mother of one of the 
victims told Metro after the 
arrests last year that the ac¬ 
cused teen girls offered her 
daughter a chance to be¬ 
come a prostitute. After she 
refused, they turned their 
sights on her. 

“They said you can be 
an escort and make lots of 
money,” said the woman,

who, to protect her daugh¬ 
ter’s identity, cannot be 
named. “She asked them, 
‘Isn’t that when you have sex 
for money?’ and they said, 
‘Yeah, you can make a lot of 
money.’ She said, ‘No, I don’t 
do that,’ and it escalated after 
that. 

“As simple as that, and 
then they turned,” she said. 
“There was three against 
one.” 

The woman said her 
daughter is still terrified 
after being robbed, beaten, 
held for hours, forced into an 
encounter with a john and 
threatened repeatedly with 
having her throat slit. 

“She beat my daughter 
mercilessly in the face and 
the nose, kept punching her 
over and over again,” she said 
of one of the accused. 

Her daughter was con¬ 
fined, but escaped and came 
home, she said. 




Female violence rooted in family dysfunction 


Girls pimping 
girls not new: 
Researcher 

It’s not uncommon for girls to 
become pimps and to force or 
procure other young girls into 
prostitution, says a profes¬ 
sor who researches violence 
among girls. 

Sibylle Artz, former direc¬ 
tor of the School of Child and 


Youth Care at the University 
of Victoria, began researching 
violent girls in the 1990s and 
also studied the case of Reena 
Virlc, a 14-year-old girl who 
was beaten and murdered 
by teenagers near Victoria in 
1997. 

In the wake of the Virlc 
case, Canadians were search¬ 
ing for answers for how girls 
could be so aggressive and 
violent. Artz’s research offers 
some explanations. 


“In talking about prostitu¬ 
tion, we’re talking about the 
power over other people’s bod¬ 
ies,” she said. 

Girls who pimp out other 
girls typically come from 
deprived backgrounds and 
family problems, where un¬ 
healthy views about women 
mean they are quickly turned 
into sex objects, Artz said. 

“The whole idea that a 
woman is a sexual commod¬ 
ity is veiy clearly spelled out 


in the minds of those among 
whom these girls live,” she 
said. “They see that one way to 
become powerful and in con¬ 
trol is to be the person who is 
the perpetrator rather than the 
victim.” 

Boys who pimp often fol¬ 
low a similar path. 

“It’s a terribly sad stoiy,” 
she said. “But it’s a reflection 
on some level of the propensity 
to see girls and young women 
as saleable commodities.” 


When the public is scared 
or shocked upon learning 
about young girls committing 
acts of violence, it’s a good 
thing, she said. 

“I’m glad we’re shocked. 
That we are shocked is an indi¬ 
cation that this is something 
we don’t hold as a norm. What 
we have to figure out is how to 
help these girls, and certainly 
we have to figure out how to 
help their victims.”

Coercion. Cops 
seeing young 
victims, 
victimizers 

Victims and perpetrators in hu¬ 
man-trafficking cases are often 
younger than anyone would 
like to believe, says a detective 
who specializes in prostitution 
cases. 

Det. Mark Benalliclc works 
in the special-victims section 
of the Toronto police force. His 
officers lay a human-trafficking 
charge, which carries a max¬ 
imum prison sentence of 14 
years, when they see a victim 
being controlled and exploited 
through 
threats and 
coercion. 

“We’re 
finding a 
lot more of 
these oc¬ 
currences 
where it’s 
younger 
people, under the age of 18, 
even 16, who are being victim¬ 
ized and turned out to work in 
the sex-trade industry,” he said. 

“The people who are ex¬ 
ploiting them aren’t much 
older,” he added. “I guess the 
stereotype that a lot of people 
think of is of somebody much 
older, savvy to the business and 
knows how to play the game. 
But it’s young people who are 
realizing just how lucrative 
prostitution can be.” 

Most of the prostitution- 
related trafficking in Ontario is 
domestic, he said. “It’s happen¬ 
ing right here. One day they’re 
posting on the Internet out in 
Kingston and then the next day 
they’re in Barrie. You can follow 
that trail.” 

Benalliclc cites the case of a 
16-year-old girl accused of de¬ 
livering two girls she was living 
with in a group home to a pros¬ 
titution ring in Toronto. The 
courts will take her situation 
and age into account, he said. 

“But there comes a time 
where you have to make 
choices, and now you’ve 
crossed a line: Maybe you’re 
not so much a victim anymore; 
you’re choosing to victimize 
someone else.” 

The full effect of human¬ 
trafficking laws remains a grey 
area, since some major cases 
are still working their way 
through the courts. 

“The human-trafficking 
charges have only been around 
since 2006. It’s building. With 
eveiy year, there are new cases 
that go through the system that 
build the case-law base that we 
have,” he said, jessica smith/metro

Hackers target 
Israeli websites 

A weekend cyber-attaclc 
campaign targeting Israeli 
government websites failed 
to cause serious disruption, 
officials said Sunday. The 
attacks followed warnings 
by hacking group Anonym¬ 
ous that it was launching 
a massive attack. Yitzhak 
Ben Yisrael, of the govern¬ 
ment’s National Cyber 
Bureau, said hackers had 
mostly failed to shut down 
key sites, the associated press 
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Russian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin was expected to hold talks 
with German officials during a 
visit to Hannover, Germany, on 
Sunday regarding differences 
over Cyprus’ financial crisis 
and concerns about the Krem¬ 
lin’s crackdown on civil-society 
organizations. 

Germany is Russia’s No. 3 
trade partner, but ties have 
become increasingly strained 
recently over the Kremlin’s

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Student editing help 
gets Wikipedia crabby 


‘Anyone can edit’? 

Online encyclopedia 
isn’t quite as keen on 
crowdsourced content 
as previously thought 


A recent dust-up between 
Wikipedia and Canada’s lar¬ 
gest university raises questions 
about how collaborative the 
popular website that bills itself 
as “the free encyclopedia that 
anyone can edit” truly is. 

The online information por¬ 
tal recently took a professor 
from the University of Toronto 
to task for one of his classroom 
assignments. 

Steve Joordens urged the 
1,900 students in his introduc- 
toiy psychology class to start 
adding content to relevant 
Wikipedia pages. The assign¬ 
ment was voluntaiy, and Joor¬ 
dens hoped the process would 
both enhance Wikipedia’s body 
of work on psychology while 
teaching students about the sci¬ 
entist’s responsibility to share

knowledge. 

But Joordens’s plan back¬ 
fired when the relatively small 
contingent of volunteer editors 
that curate the website’s con¬ 
tent began sounding alarm 
bells. They raised concerns 
about the sheer number of 
contributions pouring in from 
people who were not necessar¬ 
ily well-versed in the topic or 
adept at citing their research. 

Discussions in the Wikipedia 
community became veiy 
heated, with allegations that 
articles were being updated 
with erroneous or plagiarized

information. Some community 
members called for widespread 
bans on university IP addresses 
and decried the professor’s as¬ 
signment as a needless burden 
on the community. 

Joordens issued a statement 
defending his students, say¬ 
ing only 33 of the 910 articles 
edited were tagged for poten¬ 
tial problems. But he also ac¬ 
knowledged that he did not 
understand the limited scope 
of the Wikipedia editorial com¬ 
munity, which boasts a few 
thousand members compared 
to the more than 488 million 
people who visit the site eveiy

RBC faces customer backlash 
over report on foreign workers 


The Royal Bank of Canada was 
scrambling to explain its hiring 
practices to customers Sunday 
after a media report claiming 
the bank was employing for¬ 
eign workers to replace Can¬ 
adian staff prompted a flood of 
outrage. 

Canada’s largest bank said it 
has not hired foreign workers 
to take over the job functions 
of current employees but said 
it uses external suppliers as 
one of its strategies to improve 
“operational effectiveness.” 


The bank’s move to clarify 
its hiring strategies came after 
a CBC News report that quoted 
a Toronto employee working 
in IT systems support for RBC 
Investor Services, who said he 
and dozens of others were los¬ 
ing their jobs to temporaiy for¬ 
eign workers. 

RBC said it planned to dis¬ 
cuss the situation with gov¬ 
ernment officials. That wasn’t 
enough to placate a number of 
Canadians who took to the In¬ 
ternet to express their anger at

There are benefits and draw¬ 
backs to buying a new versus 
resale (used) home and there 
is no clear winner in this de¬ 
bate — the decision has to 
support your needs. 

Besides the “new home 
smell,” the key benefits of 
buying new are that no one 
else has lived in the home, 
you can often customize 
features, and it is up-to-date 
with technology, codes and 
standards.

The drawbacks, however, 
are that homebuyers must 
pay HST/GST, which adds up 
to thousands. The govern¬ 
ment does offer certain re¬ 
bates to new homeowners, 
so check its website (cra-arc. 
gc.ca). Additionally, many 
new homes are located in 
developing communities 
farther from the city centre 



where schools and parks are 
not complete. 

The key benefits of buy¬ 
ing used are that you can see 
exactly what you are getting, 
neighbourhoods are typically 
developed and the commun¬ 
ity culture is long established, 


which may suit your lifestyle. 
This combination allows you 
to observe road traffic, sense 
of community, and access¬ 
ibility to schools, parks, and 
retail stores. You may also 
benefit from add-ons from 
the previous owner like a gar¬ 


age, or upgraded countertops.

day, then become broken the 
next. 

When an inspector iden¬ 
tifies trouble spots with the 
property, they can often 
provide some level of assess¬ 
ment as to the costs associat¬ 
ed with fixing the issues. But 
if the inspector doesn’t offer 
a financial assessment, they 
have contacts within the 
renovation and repair busi¬ 
ness who can provide quotes. 

Should the inspector iden¬ 


tify significant issues with 
the property (typically cost¬ 
ing more than a few thousand 
dollars to fix), buyers often 
have the right to renegotiate, 
or walk away from their offer 
to purchase. However, this 
conditional clause must be 
written into the offer. 

There isn’t a national 


standard for home inspect¬ 
ors. Rather, home inspectors 
are provincially regulated. 
So, wherever you live, check 
out your province’s official 
website for qualified home 
inspectors. 

You can find a home in¬ 
spector through your realtor, 
referrals from friends and 


family or by looking up lo¬ 
cal inspectors through your 
province’s official home 
inspection website. Once 
you have interviewed the 
inspector, check that your 
home inspector has the cor¬ 
rect certification and qualifi¬ 
cations.

Before you ask, Harrison Ford 
doesn’t want to talk about 
Star Wars. Or Indiana Jones or 
other franchises that he may 
or may not be taking part in 
again. “Ain’t going there,” he 
offers simply. And he’s not 
much interested in the broad¬ 
er workings of Hollywood 
as an industiy as far as why 
certain types of films have a 
better chance of getting made 


than others. But social justice 
issues? He has plenty to say 
about those. That’s a big rea¬ 
son why he took on the part 
of Brooklyn Dodgers general 
manager Branch Rickey, the 
man who brought Jackie Rob¬ 
inson on as the first African- 
American player in major 
league baseball. 

You were a kid when the 
events in 42 happened. 

I was bom in 1942.1 wasn’t a 
big baseball fan, so I think it 
went largely unnoticed in our 
family. My parents were old- 
style Democrat liberals and 
they were very interested in 
social justice, but because we 
weren’t so involved in base¬ 
ball we didn’t really so much 
notice, and I think they were 
veiy involved and vocal when 
it came to the civil rights 


movement years later, but by 
then I had fled the nest. So I 
vaguely knew that something 
was happening, but I wasn’t 
a sports fan, didn’t follow 
sports. 

Did you ever become a base¬ 
ball fan? 

Nope, nope. You know, I 
learned what I needed to 
leam about the business of 
baseball, what was going on 
in baseball and who these 
characters were that were 
coming into my office as ele¬ 
ments in the stoiy. But that’s 
the depth of my knowledge. 

Do you see any parallels 
between Robinson’s story 
and the current battle for 
marriage equality? 

I think there’s a metaphor 
you can reach for, according 


to your own interests and 
your own understanding and 
your own issues. But trying to 
create the best expression of 
the ideals — the most equal 
society, the best-regulated 
society, the best-behaving so¬ 
ciety — depends on attending 
to equality and inequity 
whenever it rears its ugly 
head. Certainly the marriage 
issue conveniently falls into 
that categoiy. 

It’s remarkable how quickly 
opinions on it have been 
changing over the last few 
years. 

Yeah, things do change quickly 
at a tipping point, as it builds 
and it builds and it builds until 
there’s a moment where the 
balance of opinion, the weight 
of experience and the under¬ 
standing comes to a point 


where the scales tip in the 
other direction. We’re getting 
there, we’re getting there. You 
know, you would hope that 
it would have happened with 
less resistance. You would have 
hoped that everyone would get 
the point at the same time, but 
life’s not like that. 

You recently worked for a bit 
on Anchorman 2 . 

I went to Atlanta to do a 
cameo in Anchorman 2 — if 
you call that work. It felt like 
a goofy dream. It’s a whole 
different ball of wax. 

Is that character anything 
like the TV news man you 
played in Morning Glory? 

Dangerously close, unless 
what I did to get distance 
between the two of them 
worked.

Chief operating officer of Face- 
book, Sheryl Sandberg, is en¬ 
couraging women to “Lean In” 
to their careers, with her book 
of the same name.

From picnic crashers to pets 



What does it take to elevate the 
common ant from picnic pest 
to household pet? 

To thousands of children 
and many adults, the answer is 
a bit of soil and a see-through 
enclosure that, in these mod¬ 
em times, can be made from an 
extra CD case or bought tricked 
out with projection lights. 

Ant farms, the narrow glass 
or plastic containers filled with 
soil that mimic ant colonies, 
have been popular among 
generations of children, and 
marketers say they remain in- 
demand even in the age of com¬ 
puters and video games. 

Uncle Milton Industries, a 
Los-Angeles-based company 


that has been in business for 
six decades, has sold more than 
20 milfion ant farms. Company 


founder Milton Levine and his 
brother-in-law invented the ant 
farm nearly 60 years ago. 


“As the world gets more 
complex, some of these classic 
toys become more popular,” 
said Ken Malouf, vice-president 
of marketing and product man¬ 
agement. 

Ant farms can be an easy 
way to help nurture a child’s in¬ 
terest in insects, since they can 
be homemade or purchased. 

The idea is to help kids dis¬ 
cover nature and its critters 
in the hope it will make them 
curious about the world around 
them, Malouf said. 

He doesn’t recommend 
toying too much with the ant 
farm, or leaving it in places 
where it can be knocked over.

As a child, baked rice was one 
of my favourite side dishes. 

Back in the 70s, packets 
of pre-seasoned rice mixes 
weren’t nearly as popular as 
they are today, and many foods 
were made from scratch in¬ 
stead. Forget about the exces¬ 
sive amounts of salt and dried 
out veggies in the packaged 
mixes, this version gives you 
loads of healthy veggies and 
real food ingredients. 

1. Pre-heat oven to 350 F. 

2. In an oven proof Dutch oven 
over medium heat, melt about 
1 tbsp butter. Add the onions, 
celeiy, garlic and chili, and 
saute until softened, about 5 
minutes. Stir in the carrot and 
continue to saute another 2 
minutes. 

3. Add the rice to the pot, 


stirring and cooking about a 
minute before pouring in the 
chicken broth and zest over 
top. Bring to a boil before cov¬ 
ering with lid and putting pot 
in the oven to bake 40 minutes. 


4. Remove pot from oven, then 
stir in the frozen peas, parsley, 
thyme and almonds. Put the lid 
back on the pot and allow it to 
sit for a few minutes. The heat 
from the rice will thaw the peas

Depending on the job, travel al¬ 
lowance, parking and car allow¬ 
ance can be important. 

Holidays 

Holiday time can be a deal 
breaker, says Danis. “People 
will fight harder against hav¬ 
ing to take less holiday time 


than less money.” If a person 
has three weeks where they are 
now, they’ll want three weeks 
where they’re going. 

Medical 

Life stage plays into medical 
benefits. For example, if you 
have young children and your 
spouse is self employed, it prob¬ 
ably means you need medical 
and dental benefits and cover¬ 
age. 

Childcare 

Having daycare on site or work¬ 
ing close to where you reside is 
important when you have chil¬ 
dren. Another “benefit” would 
be the flexibility to leave work 
early to pick up your kids — 
given the penalties for being 
late. 

Flex-time/telecommuting 

For some people, working from 
home once a week or doing 
work when you want to versus 
nine to five, is important. 

Distance learning/education 

Some people are interested in 
conference attendance fees — 
negotiating this upfront means 
you won’t have to beg to go. 

Ergonomics 

Some people negotiate ergo¬ 
nomic chairs because the 
wrong chair causes back prob¬ 
lems.

Work in bursts to boost productivity 


Q & A. Metro talks to 
consultant about how 
to get the most out of 
every work day

Some days, you feel like you got 
nothing done at work. It’s not 
uncommon. The email inbox 
grows, instant messages pop up 
and colleagues interrupt your 
workflow. Productivity consult¬ 


ant and author of The Accom¬ 
plishing More With Less Work¬ 
book Pierre Khawand says. 
“When we are working a few 
minutes here and a few min¬ 
utes there, we are staying at the 
superficial level and not get¬ 
ting deep into anything.” Here 
are his strategies for digging in 
deeper to get more work done. 

How can people reach their 
level of optimal productivity? 

The first element has to do 
with how results change with 
time when we are working on 
a task. When we start to work 


on the task, we get results. But 
at some point, the results level 
off and then diminish, because 
either we get mentally tired 
and are no longer productive, 
or we need someone else to do 
their part before we can con¬ 
tinue. This is all good in theoiy, 
but what happens in reality is 
that a few minutes after we 
start to work on a task, we get 
interrupted. When we get inter¬ 
rupted, our results go down to 
zero — this happens again and 
again and again. 

So how do we stay on task? 


A key element is starting the 
day by identifying what we 
intend to accomplish that day 
and ending the day with a rec¬ 
onciliation process. That en¬ 
sures that we close the loops on 
open issues. Instead of starting 
the day with email, we should 
stop for a minute or two to re¬ 
flect on what is important and 
what we want to accomplish. 
Then, put it in writing. 

The idea is that we need to 
stay focused long enough so 
that we can achieve in-depth 
thinking, creative problem 
solving and get meaningful 


things done. Depending on the 
task, it can be 15 minutes, 30 
minutes or several hours. Once 
we have accomplished some¬ 
thing meaningful, it is time to 
stop our “focused” session, and 
switch to being collaborative — 
handle email, phone calls, have 
live discussions. This is the col¬ 
laborative work where we get 
the most of our team produc¬ 
tivity and equally important 
results. After the collaborative 
session, it is time to take a 
break — do something that 
gets us re-energized and ready 
for the next focused session. 


Burst out: 


Working in bursts manages 
tasks, interruptions and 
energy. It makes you feel 
invigorated and accom¬ 
plished as a result. 


• Alternate between focus, 
collaboration and play. 


• Be intensely and whole¬ 
heartedly in each burst. 
That’s what the “burst” 
label is for — to maxi¬ 
mize output. 


• Each burst should build 
toward and enhance the 
next burst.

In 2008 Dave Stewart was 
laid off from his mainten¬ 
ance tech position at a Penn¬ 
sylvania nursing home.

“I no longer wanted to 
be dependent on someone 
else providing me with pay- 
cheques, because I saw that 
you couldn’t rely on it as 


much as I did,” says Stew¬ 
art, from his home in Bucks 
County, Pa. “I wanted to be 
self-employed, but wasn’t 
quite sure how to get there.” 

Inspiration struck, along 
with a bit of luck. He discov¬ 
ered a stockpile of obsolete 
car parts in his grandfather’s 
cavernous garage. While his 
family was skeptical, Stewart

“It started out as an ex¬ 
periment — just a few parts 
on the (eBay) page.

1,600 items in his eBay store 
is researched thoroughly and 
displayed with precise photos 
and descriptions. These days, 
car parts represent less than 
half of the items in his store. 

“To be successful on eBay, 
you have to be a salesman. 
It’s like other sales jobs, if 
you’re good at it, you can 
make a living — but only 
if you’re good,” says Stew¬ 
art. “It’s all about keeping 
people’s interest with new 
merchandise. You can’t just 
let it sit there and expect to 
make something.”

Temple University 
management professor Paul 
Pavlou has been studying 
eBay for 15 years, since the 
company’s early days. He 
gave his expert advice: 


How has the eBay game 
changed in the past five 
years? 


A lot has changed — some 
that’s good for the 
individual, and some that 
isn’t.

Marie, 
Ont., rink had hoped to com¬ 
plete a fourth-place-to-first- 
place ran after entering the 
playoff round with two straight 
losses. The Jacobs rink also 
fell short in its quest to win 
the first world crown for a 
Northern Ontario rink since 
A1 Hackner’s Thunder Bay rink 


triumphed in 1985. Jacobs’ rink 
was the first Northern Ontario 
team to win the Brier and gain 
entry to the worlds since then. 

Edin captured his first 
world men’s crown after serv¬ 
ing on bronze-medal-winning 
teams in 2011 and 2012.
